As u 
matter of fact, one ol Lord Randolph's 
friends in the Houso of Commons lias been 
making inquiries among tho Conservative 
members din ing tho pa^t week us to the 
feeling on the subject, and litis compiled 
a list of some of those who are favorable to 
Ilia return to the government, if not us 
li ailcr at all event.-; in .some important cap- 
acity, it includes Bevcral member* whose 
names, if published, would cause surprise. 
Notwithstanding the denials that have been 
forthcoming, there is the best reusou to bu- 
Itevo that certain enquiries more or less 
ollieinl in tlvpir origin, have been on foot as 
to I lie general feeling of the Tory members 
with regard to the government leadership 
of the House of Commons in the autumn 
session. They have resulted in placing the 
fact beyond donl t that tho accession ol Rt. 
Hon. UcorgoJ. (losehen, chancellor of the 
exchequer, to the leadership, is entirely out 
of the question, and although the objections 
toSir Michael Hicks-Beach were not strong, 
it was found that tho compromise which 
would bo involved in his appointment hud a 
far larger number of opponents than wus 
anticipated.

That the 
Kaiser has succeeded ill winning the good 
will m the working classes not only through- 
out Germany but throughout tho continent 
Ilia receptions everywhere Mdliciently at- 
tested. The Czar on the other hand is 
inoro than alllictcd with fear of Nihilist 
plots, and apparently with reason. Not 
only his down-trodden subjects, but his 
own friends and attendants, even his brother 
Alexis the Grand Duke, who visited 
America, has been snubbed by the autocrat 
who has also refused to trust his half- 
brothor, the sun of Princess Dolgorouski, 
in any higher capacity than a private 
soldier ill the guards. The two men, the 
(V.ar and the Kaiser, arc as oppositO in 
character as they are masterful and self- 
willed in disposition. 

TUB I'OLIOV OF TRADES' UNIONS. 
The change which has come over the 
policy of trades' unions in recent years is 
made the subject of various long editorial 
articles in the newspapers. It is pointed 
out that tho objects of the unions are ap- 
proaching more nearly to those of socialism, 
especially in regard to limitation of hours 
of labor and various other radical proposi- 
tions. The prospectus has been issued of a 
general labor union, which is described as 
being in the interest of both capital and 



labor. One of its chief objects will be to 
decide disputes in regard to wages 
and other differences between em- 
ployers and employed. It is evident 
that tho scheme is devised by the 
employers in the hope of diverting their at- 
tention from purely labor organizations, 
An attempt will bo made to get this plan 
adopted by tho labor congress which is 
about, to meet at Liverpool. There will bo 
"i'-'O delegates, many of whom will havo al- 
ready arrived. A struggle between the 
Conservative and Radical elements of trades 
unionism is expected to occur during the 
sessions of thai body.

UNCLE SAM'S NEW CRUISER. 

The ''.Sun Francisco *' Receives an Oration 
Upon Her Return to Port from 
Santa Barbara. 

San FnANOISCO, Aug. 20. — The United 
States cruiser San Francisco returned ftom 
Santa Barbara this morning. She entered 
Golden Gato about H o'clock, and steamed 
slowly up the bay to her anchorage off the 
Union Iron works. The cruiser was cov- 
ered with flags and bunting of every des- 
cription. About fifty brooms were tied to 
the smokestack, stanchions, davits and 
every upright portion of the vessel, and on 
tho smokestack and along the sides were 
painted in large figures "20.06," indicating 
tho rate of speed she attained during the 
lust 10 knots of her trial trip in Santa Bar- 
bara channel Wednesday. The crew had 
silent two hours in the early morning decor- 
ating the ship, and many of the dorices 
were very striking. 

The firemen showed the part they had 
taken to enable the vessel to break the re- 
curd by stringing a row of black coal bas- 
kets between the smokestacks, and they 
had also fastened to tho stacks and other 
puts of the ship, arms consisting of crossed 
coal shovels, from which were suspended 
huge demijohns, on which were printed in 
white figures, "lM.OII." 

I 'apt. ('. M. Goodall, the San Francisco's 
commander, stood on the bridge with his 
hand on the cord connecting with the fog 
siren, and for nearly an hour he kept it 
blowing almost constantly, in response to 
salutes' from every side. By Cupt. Goodull's 
side stood Irving Scott, general manager of 
the Union works, waving his hat enthusias- 
tically all the time. 

Naval officers aboard were on the bridge 
and almost the entire crew wore crowded on 
the decks, giving back tho ringing cheers 
at every salute. When the cruiser arrived 
oft" tho Washington street wharf the noise 
became deafening. Tug boats, coast 
steamers ami factories blew their whistles 
and a hundred shrill noises were mingled 
with the deep tones of the siren, which 
must have been beard all over the city. 



LATEST FROU HONOLULU. 

A Lepers' Uprising Causes the report of An- 
other Revolution. 

Port Townsend, Aug. 29.— W. E, Wall 
and E. C. Rowe were passengers on the 
schooner Vesta, whiuh left Honolulu for 
this port August and arrived yesterday, 
bringing advices two days Inter than tho 
United States cruiser Charleston. The 
gentlemen state that everything was quiet 
on the islands. Rowo is a prominent con- 
tractor at Honolulu and Wall is an attache 
of the government surveyor general's office. 
They state that the night before t lie Charles- 
ton sailed T. E, Evans, the assistant super- 
intendent of the leper colony of Molakai 
cumu in great haato to Honolulu, bringing 



tho news of an uprising of SOO lepers con- 
fined in tho settlement, und that must have, 
given Admiral Brown an idea that tlio 
natives threatened a general uprising. 
DISCONTENT UN IVKRSAL. 

Roth gentlemen admit the existence of 
almost universal discontent, but think tho 
government too firmly established for tho 
overthrow of the Kalakaua dynasty to bo 
accomplished, In the legislature elected 
last February the natives have a majority of 
one on joint ballot. Since the result baa 
been announced the natives sec their power. 
The present constitution confers the [lower 
of suffrage only on those who have an in- 
come of §50 a month or possess properly 
valued nt $3,000. This keeps the Kanakas 
out of power. Mass meetings have been 
recently held agitating the subject of a now 
constitution, which will not contain the in- 
come or property qualification. 

Robert Wilcox, wdio led last year's rebel- 
lion, is at tho head of the malcontents and 
is believed to be the instrument of Princcse 
Lieikilouni. Tho latter is Kalakaua's sis- 
ter. She is idolized by the natives, who 
look to her for deliverance from thu domin 
litiou of the whites. Should there ever he a 
revolution she will be elected queon, Wil- 
cox was tried for treason by a native jury 
sitting in the case and was unanimously ac- 
quitted. Ho was a candidate for election 
as a member of the House of Representa- 
tives at the last election from one ul thu 
Honolulu districts and was triumphantly 
elected. He bus great power over bis coun- 
trymen.

Mr. John Lowe, deputy minister of Agricul- 
ture, and Mr. G. B. Burhind, president of 
the llritish American Rank Nolo Co. 

UK. LOWE, 
it may be mentioned, was, for many years, 
associated with his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Brown Chamberlain, at present Quean's 
printer, in the editorship of the Montreal 
(inzstte. A Colonist reporter showed Mr. 
Lowe the following dispatch, which had 
been published in the American papers : 
'* CHOLERA BUItE TO VISIT CANADA, 

"Qtil!BKC. Aug. 25.— The Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture declares tho Asiaiic cholera will 
certainly visit Canada next > ear. anil that la 
order lo cheek its advances ha proposes to estab- 
lish quarantine stations in British Columbia.'* 

Mr. Lowe observed that this was all 
moonshine. Ho was certainly here in a semi- 
official capacity, and had closely looked 
into matters connected with his depart: 
meat, As far as regarded cholera, it was 
very true that it might come here, but Im 
did not see that it had travelled far in thia 
direction, and probably would not come at 
all. However, it was the intention of tho 
Government to make the quarantine system 
as perfect as possible, and without question, 
British Columbia being an important, 
centre would havo all possible attention 1 
He considered Dr. McN. Jones to boa very 
efficient officer and in every way his hand* 
would he strengthened, so as to maUo tho 
service as perfect as possible. As regards 
immigration, it was very truo that British 
Columbia was a very distant point to reach; 
a fact which prevented the lessi eligible de- 
scription of people coming here. There was, 
however, every facility presented to thoso 
who did come, and in Mr. Jessop, ho wan 
convinced, the province had a gentleman 
who was eminently qualified for his post. 
The chances were that, in the futuro, this 
province would be much more sought after, 
in view of recent developments and all 
movements in this direction would be cu- 
couragon as far us possible. 

MR, 0. tt. llt.'i'.I.ANl) 
remarked that ho had eomo hero on plea- 
sure, und in company with his friend, Mr. 
Lowe; like whom lie had been immensely 
delighted with his experiences both of 
travel and ill the cities where ;,e had 
called, Ho had property interests in Win- 
nipeg, with the prospects of which ho had 
been very well pleased. Both he and Mr. 
Lowo would leave with the most satisfac- 
tory reminiscences, both of the city itself 
and tho friends they had met here.

A clever swindle is being practised in 
Stamford, Conn., by means of a double 
fountain pen, one end of which is filled with 
good, substantial ink, the other with ink 
that lades away in a day or two.

The sculls examined dato 
back as far as six centuries before Christ, 
which proves that dentistry is not a mod- 
ern art. 
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FROM AIS1AT1G 1JUSSIA. 

The Barkontino Catherine Arrives »t. Port 
Townsend from Siberia— Notes of Interest 
from the Far North. 

(Port Townsend Lender.) 
Tho barkentine Catherine Sudden, 
Captain .John Thomas, came into port, 
Friday evening from a voyage to Nicol- 
aovsk and the Amour river, in Siberia. 
She left San Francisco for Siberia on 
April 5th lust, and lias been on tho 
voyage ever .since. Her cargo consisted 
of flour, salt and other supplies for 
Messrs. Smith it Emery, a San Francisco 
firm that is engaged in business at this 
frozen place. 

Tho long voyage of tho Citherine 
Sudden, Captain Thomas sayc, is duo to 
the unavoidable delay at tho mouth of 
the Amoor river on account of it being 
blocked with ice. He left San Francisco 
about two months too early, and was 
compelled to wait for tho summer season, 
of which (here are only about two 
months — July and August — in this part 
of Siberia. 

The Amoor river is navigable for small 
steamers a distance of about, 1,000 miles 
from its mouth, but it is very hard to 
navigate in on account of the narrow 
channel. It is about lid miles wide at 
its mouth, but the channel is little more 
than 100 feet wide, and failing e ss 
can only enter it with a fair wind. A 
distance of 17. r > miles from the mouth, 
where Captain Thomas went, the river is 
about 10 miles wide, and the channel 
scarcely more than (iO feet wide. 

Tho Catherine arrived at the mouth of 
tho Amoor river on .lime 1st, but on ac- 
count of there being so much floating ice 
in the river and the lack of fair wind also, 
she was compelled to remain there 2(i 
days before proceeding to her destination. 
Captain Thomas says ho scarcely saw a 
really nice day on his whole voyage, lie 
encountered no storms, but either f. g or 
clouds shut oil' tho sunlight on the whole 
trip, lie left the Japan coast days 
ago, and did not have a clear day while 
coming across tho Pacific. 

This is the first voyage of Captain 
Thomas to the foreign land of tho 
exiles' and ho says he found nothing 
agreeable about it in any sense. In the 
first place there is little there to invito or 
attract people who are accustomed to the 
ways of civilization. Tho natives are an 
ignorant superstitious set of people who 
care little for the march of progress and 
are afraid to take up any new idea lest 
the wrath of their numerous gods might 
descend on them in some terrible way. 
They profess the Greok Catholic faith 
when they profess any faith at all, and 
the priest, is practically at the head of 
tho whole settlement where his members 
are found. In color tho natives are 
almost black, and some of them -still wear 
tho ''pig tail" or quoue. It will bo 
remembered that what is now the empire 
c f Siberia was formerly part of tho great 
Chinese empire, and before coming into 
tho possession of Russia the inhabitants 
were largely Chinese. They are now 
mostly of mixed blood, there being very 
few actual Russians. 

Captain Thomas does not entertain 
a very exalted opinion of the settlers in 
these Siberian districts. Ho says they 
aro lazy and treacherous, and very few of 
them would hesitate to murder for even a 
small amount of gain or to right sonio 
fancied grievance. Nicolaev.sk is near 
the Gulf of Tartary, which separates 
Saghalien island from tho mainland, and 
ia from 2Q to -10 miles wide. The mines 
of Saghalien island aro where tho Russian 
exiles aro sentenced to labor for years or 
for life. While in Siberia with his vessel 
Captain Thomas saw a great many 
Russian exiles huddled into the island, 
They were driven along in droves liko ao 
man}' cattle, except that the men aro 
chained together. Whole families aro 
generally taken, and if any one gets too 
sick to travel along with his companions 
he is taken out and shot, and left to dio 
by tho roadside, while his shackles aro 
removed to be used on another unfortu- 
nate. 

Most of the supplies for this district are 
taken from Germany and Norway in 
steamers, although throe or four vessels 
RO from San Francisco every summer. 
The schooners J. 0. Ford ami Reporter 
arc now on tho way with cargoes. 

HUM causkdThk TROUBLE. 

San Domingo and Ilayti at Loggerheads Over 
the Question of Imports— The Hay- 
tiau Troops Repulsed. 

Citv or San Domingo, Aug. 24.— In- 
formation has just reached this capital 
that on the night of August 20th 800 
Haytian troops, stationed near the fron- 
tier of the Domingo republic, invaded the 
territory of this country. Tho Dominican 
government despatched an armed force to 
drive out the intruders. Tho Haytian 
troops were ropulsed and 23 men killed 
and a number of others wounded. The 
Dominicans had but four soldiers injured. 

Great indignation is felt here at rJnyti's 
act in this invasion of Dominican soil, 
and the Dominican cabinet has been call- 
ed together by President Hoid to consider 
the advisability of declaring war against 
Ilayti. President Moid said that the 
real cause of tho trouble is that in 187;">-7<> 
a treaty for commercial union purposes 
was entered into between tho Haytian 
and Dominican governments, which at the 
wuno time defined tho boundaries of the 
two countries. 

A special stipulation of this treaty was 
that, ilayti was to make use of a portion 
of Dominican territory which she needed, 
and by which Santa Domingo was to bo 
allowed to he so used on condition that 
Ilayti should pay annually to the Domini- 
can government $160,000, as long as sho 
retained possession of tho loaned terri- 
tory. Hayti was, moreover, to permit nil 
imports from Santa Domingo to enter 
Hayti free of duty. Hayti has not paid 
tho $150,000 for a great number of years, 
- and now owes something over $2,000,000. 
Hayti alleges that thero is too much rum 
imported from Santa Domingo, anil that 
Haytian revenues aro greatly suffering. 

Ilayti wishes to make an end of her 
bargain and at tho samo time return pos- 
nession of tho loaned land.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

To Tin-: Editor: — Is Victorin ',<> have n 
system <>f Bewenigo in the near future, or 
must the present abominable, Dltliy, and 
disgraceful state of affairs continue until 
tlm smouldering lire of disease breill* into 
nn epidemic of llame ? Suroly there is 
sickness enough in tho city now j and it 
is unequivocally certain that the louder 
drainage 13 postponed, tlio more virulent 
will the poison-beda of disease become. 
Thero are, no doubt, many objectors t'. 
t liia, as there always will be to any pro- 
posed expenditure for city improvements, 
But is tho health of Victorians, and the 
good name of Victoria tu be held in so 
little esteem as to be deemed of less value 
than a paltry 8300,000 ! To have a well- 
planned system of sewerage is worth 
more, in actual cash value, and in the 
good healthy, vigorous condition of <-■ i t i - 
zona, than can be expressed in mere dol- 
lars and cents— impnrtaut as these factors 
are. Victoria is sadly in need of a phy- 
sician. Severe drastic treatment is need- 
od, and happily a euro is within reach, 
.Must it not be. seized, regardless 
even of the cash oust V It must be. 
Influenced by cupidity, a selfish disregard 
for others, or by some equally unworthy 
motive) there may In those who have al- 
most decided to throw the whole weight 
of their influence and v. to against the 

SQWerAgO by-law, Let these bear in 
mind that if they, by such action, are in- 
strumental in hnnging about the rejec- 
tion of this by-law, they will virtually be 
responsible for every death in theory 
that is the result of the vile anti-sanitary 
condition that now obtains. The example 
of Munich, quoted by Dr. Jones a day or 
two ago, as recorded by Von Pottenkofer, 
and the figures given by that observer 
and also those relating to the morbidity 
and mortality from typhoid given by Von 
Ziomsscn, afford all the proof that is 
needed to demonstrate the beneficial 
effect of sewerage. 

For the information of those sceptics 
who requiro verse and chapter for every 
statement, 1 may say that excellent 
abstracts (from which Dr. Jones quotes) 
of the papers by Von Pet enkofer anil 
Von Ziemsscn, are to be found in the 
"Annual of the Universal Medical 
Sciences," for 1800. I think Dr. Joues 
might, in his synopsis of these abstracts, 
have advantageously emphasized the 
value of the figures given by Von Potten- 
kofer. To really see what was accom- 
plished, let us divide the period 
from 1853 to 18.S" (inclusive) into terms 
of seven years each, and ascertain what 
was the average annual death rate from 
typhoid fever per 100,000 in each term.

"DID NOT HAVE." 

To tmi: Editor. : Those who remember 
the charming books of our childhood, 
" Common objects of the seashore " and 
" Common objects of the country" (I 
speak of L'o years ogo), will bear in mind 
how many things therein described as 
"common" were to thom very uncom- 
mon, and, judging others by myself (one 
of the weakest forms of " tu quoquo "), 
I can suppose them to recollect the per- 
fectly amiable envy with which they 
regarded those to whom these uncommon 
objecs were common. There are also in 
this country, as in others, some "com- 
mon objects of philology." which, to a 
reflective mind, are very well worth con- 
sidering and perhaps correcting. 1 will 
beg your leave to Bay a little 
of one of these, seriously from a philo- 
logical point of view. It Is, I presume, 
an Americanism which has got loose ami 
escaped over the border ; and if a shot- 
gun would bring'il down I would have 
returned with it over my shoulder before 
this. This "common object" is "didn't 
have, " (e. y. "1 didn't have time.") 
This is a most curious example of tho ex- 
traordinary eccentricities which will un- 
expectedly force themselves no one 
knows how-- upon a science of which all 
the known laws are of tho strictest. 
By laws, of course, I mean 
laws discovered, as in astronomy ; 
not " inventions of the schoolmen." 
For, just consider bow many curiosities 
there are in this 'common older!.' Here 

you have first a verb "do," a strong 
onough verb in itself, but which has es- 
pecially in its aoristic sense sunk into a 
sort of senile decay and became a mere 
auxiliary; and not only that, lint so long 
ago that in tho case of nine verbs out of 
ti n "did" had before Chaucor's time be- 
come the mere "d" of the past tense as 
in covered for cover did (did cover.) 
Meanwhile, alongside of this "do" and 
"does" live on as strong as ever to 1 he 
present day: "dost" ami "doth" have 
slowly died "within the last 300yeais; "did" 
has fallen gradually into the place of 
auxiliary to verbs, which have no separ- 
ate tense-form for the imperfect, as, " I 
did not go, feci, like," etc., etc.; when 
the true perfect I knew not, felt 110:. etc. , 
had gradually become obsolete, — partly, 
probably, in consequence of the great 
silent, space in literature (cruised in some 
measure by political excitement) between

TEE EXHIBITION. 

We are pleased to learn that appear- 
ances indicate that the Provincial Ex- 
hibition, to be held in this city, early in 
October, will be, in every respect, worthy 
of the city and the province. The pros- 
pect is that there will be a splendid ex- 
hibition i f agricultural and hurt cultural 
products, and that tho show of stock will 
lie superior to anything ever yet seen in 
British Columbia. The breeders of 
thorough-bred stock see tho necessity of 
letting tho world know how far British 
Columbia has advanced in stock raising. 
The manufacturers da not seem ho keen 
to make a good display at the Exhibition

If they hold 
the Government responsible for the 
University Act, knowing that it is not 
responsible, their position is a good deal 
worse than if they did so igiiorantly. 



IRATE POLITICIANS. 

The United States House of Repre- 
sentatives must contain many members 
that have no claim whatever to the title 
of gentlemen. We read of some of them 
using language in debate which is char- 
acterized by their fellow members as be- 
ing (diseene and unfit for publication. 
Lancuago which is deemed unlit for 



courteous in manner and refined in 
speech. He is particularly careful as to 
the language he use3 and nothing is more 
offensive to him than coarseness, to say 
nothing of indecency. We have read a 
good detd about the low state of public 
morals in the United States and the infe- 
riority of the men who are chosen for pub- 
lic position?, but nothing that we have seen 
is calculated to give tho reader so vivid 
an idea of the deplorable condition into 
which public life ill the United States 
has fallen as this description of what took 
place in the House of Representatives on 
Wednesday last. 

A PARALLEL. 

In the good old times when kings not 
only reigned but ruled, they wen; .sur- 
rounded by flatterers. Designing and 
ambitious men who wanted to rise in the 
world quickly and without hard and use- 
ful work, I tied to gain the favor of the 
monarch by grossly flattering him, by 
pandering to his weaknesses and Ilia 
vices, and by humoring him in every 
way. When the monarch was weak thoy 
often succeeded. They became royal 
favorites, honors which they did not earn 
and w hich they did not deserve wore 
heaped upon them and they, as long as 
thoy kept iu favor with the sovereign, 
flourished. But, it was observed that 
men w ho climbed to eminence in this way 
were often dangerous to the .Slate. The 
advice they gave being intended to please 
tho king and not to benefit tho country

dismal telegrams predicting a famine in 
Ireland. It is said that the potato crop 
has failed there, and that the people will 
soon bo without food. Il is stated that 
tho English papers say very little about 
this failuro of the staple crop of I he Irish 
peasantry, but that the truth cannot be 
long concealed. Wo cannot help think- 
ing that if matters are anything like as 
bad in Ireland as these telegrams repre- 
sent them to be, something would be 
said about them in the English news- 
papers. But they are, as far as we have 
seen, silent on the subject. In their de- 
Riro to bo sensational the American news- 
papers publish reports which contain 
hardly a particle of truth, and some that 
are complete fabrications. Why they 
should raise the report that a famine in 
Ireland is imminent it is difficult to 
imagine. We are curious to see out of 
what material tilts story of famine in Ire- 
laud is constructed.

IGNORANT ORGANS. 



The organs of the Opposition 
couver and Victoria take 
deal of trouble to prove 
public that they tire densely 
ignorant of everything pertaining to 
legislative procedure. They do not know 
t ie difference between a government bill 
and a public bill, and they have not the 
remotest idea what measures the Govern- 
ment tiro responsible for, or what 
measures they are not responsible for. 
Tho consequence is that they aro con- 
tinually blundering and continually mis- 
representing tho Government. 

Both the News-Advertiser and the 
Times hold the Government accountable 
for what they consider tho defects of the 
University Act. This they do in tho face 
of tho very clear statement made by Mr. 
Hibson at the meeting of Convoca- 
tion. On that occasion Mr. Robson said :

Tho American gentleman, 113 nil who 
havo tho ploasuro of boing acquainted 
with ono of tho class knows, is as different 
from tho hoodlums whoso conduct wo soo 
described in the reports from Washington 
as it is possible for a mnn to be. Ho is 



wa3 generally bad advice. They abused 
the power that they had not the ability 
to use. The course of these favorites and 
flatterers generally terminated in dis- 
grace, and they ended their days in the 
obscurity out of which they should never 
have emerged. 

Wo live in different limes now. Kings 
and Queens ami Emperors are compara- 
tively powerless. They cannot, to any 
very great extent, advance the objects of 
ambitious men. The PEOPLE iu this and 
in many other countries are the source of 
power. The real to office is through 
their favor. The men, theroforo, who 
desire to rise must pay court to the peo- 
ple. Some try to gain their favor by 
honest service, by spending their time 
and their talents to advance the people's 
interests. Many of these men, it is right 
to say, succeed. And it is observable 
that when the people once know their 
worth they are highly valued and are ad- 
vanced to places of trust and honor. In 
this respeel it cannot he truly said that 
the people are as capricious as were the 
tyrants and potentates generally of an 
earlier age. 

But there aro men who fry to ingrati- 
ate themselves with the people by using 
the arts of the old-time courtiers. They 
flatter "the public" outrageously. They 
fawn on the free and independent electors, 
they cringe to them and they try to mnk 
them believe that they aro the wisest tin 
the most virtuous men that wore eve 
created. They advocate any principl 
that happens, for the moment, to he 
popular, with the utmost enthusiasm and 
they take up every cry that pleases 
t'le ear of the majority, no matter how 
senseless it may he and how opposed 
it is to the principles 
all their lives professed. To please the 
people and gain votes, they will adopt tiny 
political creed and become the followers 
of any leader. To climb into office, there 
is nothing too false for them to say or too 
mean for them to do. 

To please the majority, they are ready 
to vilify and to persecute all who do not 
give in tin it- adhesion to the popular 
creed of the hour.* They are loud in 
their denunciations of those who are op- 
posed to what they believe to he the will 
of the people, and, like the courtiers of 
old, they exhaust their vocabulary of 
slander and vituperation to blacken the 
characters of those who have incurred 
the displeasure of the object, of their 
worship. 

This llattery of tin: people and this 
demonstrative zeal in their service is 
often successful. The peo| le like to be 
praised, and they aro apt to reward the 
man who tells them that they are always 
right. I'u!. the politician who gels a 
position by the constant and unscrupulous 
exercise of the art of pleasing does not 
often possess tho ability or the integrity 
to make a good and honest use of the 
power with which he ii entrusted. lie 
is after a while found out. His want, of 
sterling worth becomes too conspicuous 
to be disregarded, and the day conies 
when flattery and loud professions of zeal 
and lidelily fail him and ho falls. 

There is a strong family resemblance 
between the demagogue of to-day and the 
" favorite " of the past age. The differ- 
ence in the arts used to obtain placo and 
power are only those which tho difference 
of circumstances require. The courtier 
tried to please a man and to wheedle 
him out of tho favors that he had to clis- 
penso. The demagogue endeavors to 
flatter the people and to cozen them into 
giving him the places which thoy have to 
bestow. Tho demagogue, liko tho favorite, 
is often tho mealiest of mankind and un- 
worthy tho honors which ho gains, and 
is ltnablo to keep tlioni within his grasp. 
It is very seldom that either tho ono or 
the other does honest servico to tho 
commonwealth.

VICTORIA'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Vesterdny's Test. Shows the Utter Inadequacy 
ofthe Old (2-Inoh Main for Exist- 
ing Rtqiirrinant's, 

The long-expected test of the 12- inch 
main and its ability to supply the require- 
ments of tho city took place yesterday, and 
fully demonstrated the puerile folly of 
those who have been contending that the 
12-inch main is sufficient to supply the ex- 
isting wants. The 10-illcll main having 
been cut off early in the morning, the 
pressure gradually fell until, according to 
the gauge, it was discovered that in six 
hours a column of water 75 feet in height 
had completely disappeared. In fact that, 
according to the returns of pressure at tho 
hydrants, water could only have been ob- 
tained at, for instance, tho corner of Cook 
and Pandora streets by pumping. In- 
deed, at that level, there would 
have been but the smallest Stream, 
one utterly insufficient for any practical 
purposes. At noon, the large factories 
being shut oil', the supply began slowly to 
increase, but it was only when tlu$ l(i-ine!i 
main had been turned on again for some- 



thing like four hours that tho pressure rose 
to tho original figures, The test amply 
demonstrated that for ordinary consumptive 
denvmds the 12-incll main was altogether 
insufficient, and that, had a fire occurred, 
with no other source of water supply, tho 
III habitants of Victoria would have been 
altogether ut its mercy.

PORT ANGELES. 

What Is It- n r / ceo .ni Hi lieu t< Develop the 
.TUnvln . b : .t le Town Across 
thn s raits. 

Yesterday Mr. 15. ]?, Schwartz, president 
of the First National Bjnk, of Port An- 
geles, who is a guest at the Driard, had a 
brief conversation with a COLONIST reporter, 
to whom be showed n telegfhm announcing 
that Senator Allen's bill had passed reor- 
ganizinc the Puget Sound customs district 
and making Port Angeles a sub-port. He 
announced that il was expected soon to 
have u perfectly direct communication with 
Victoria, the distance between the two 
cities being only about an hour and a 
quarter. Port Ancoles had already begun 
tho work of grading two streets at a cost of 
1 575,000, and 150 men were now at 
work upon them. Companies, of which he 
was president, were putting in extensive 
' electric lighting apparatus and water supply 
plant. He remarked that there had just 
been completed in Victoria two extensive 
I deals in Port Angeles property. On Sept, 
j 20 a vote would bo taken on the proposal to 
bond Clallam county for §100,000 to build 
G(i miles of railwry to Quialyot, passing 
through one of the best agricultural sections 
I in the Southwest part of the county, and 
leading through a magnificent timber 
district. On November 5 a vole would be 
taken on the question of moving the county 
scut from Duugencss to Port Angeles. A 
railway was being built to connect with the 
Port Townsend .Southern nt Port Discovery, 
which would shorten the distance to Port- 
land by 175 miles. A number of San Fran- 
cisco capitalists had lately invested in 
Port Angeles enterprises. Mr. Schwartz 
said be had noticed, with pleasure, that the 
Charleston was to visit Port Angeles. It 
was only natural that the U. S. graving 
dock should he placed a: or near that point, 
as being the most eligible on the Pacific, 
Willi regard to the stories of jumping 
claims on the Government R iserve near the 
townsito, in the hope that the squatters 
might thereby ucquirc propertj rights, bo 
hail no ideu that they would have any effect. 
Keen if the claims of the jumpers were sus- 
taine I, which ha del not anticipate, there 
were only about 000 of them. This would 
still Iciv i 2.000 lol i in the hands of tho 
government to he surveyed and sold. Port 
Angeles, he was convinced, next to Tucoma 
ami Seattle, would bo tho principal city on 
the .Sound, and no booming of other places 
could prevent this. There was a natural 
breakwater at Port Angeles, with no rooks 
or obstructions to entering a magnificent 
and extensive harbor. This was one addi- 
tional reason why Port. Angeles should lay 
claim to and maintain its position among its 
rivals.

Wa.TEBVK.LE, Mo., Aug. 29. — About 
0,500 people ossomblod at n muss meeting 
here to-night to listen to un address by 
■Secretary Blaine, who said tlio United 
States has reached a point when ono of its 
highest duties is to enlarge- the urea of its 
foreign trade. Under protection wo hive 
developed a volume of manufactures whioh, 
in many departments, overruns the demands 
of the home market. In the field of agri- 
culture, wo can do fur more than produce 
the breadstuff's and provisions for our own 
people; nor would it be un unambitious des- 
tiny for so great a country as ours to manu- 
facture only what wo can consume or to 
produce what we can cat. We are already 
in many fabrics and many products far be- 
yond that, and our great demand, is the ex- 
pansion of trade with countries where we 
can Bud profitable exchanges. We are not 
seeking annexation of territory. Wo do 
not desire it unless it should conic by 
the volition of a people who might uak 
tho priceless boon of a place under the pro- 
tection of the Hag of tin: Union. I 
fed sure that for a long time to come the 
people of the United States will be wisely 
content with ourpresent urea, ami nut launch 
upon uny scheme of annexation. At the 
same time, I think we should he unwisely 
content if we did not seek to engage in 
what the younger I'itt so well termed the 
annexation of trade. 1 am here to speak of 
tho expansion of our forotgn trade, not by 
uny novel process, nor by any mode that 
will shock or disturb home industries, nor 
by any mode that will invite our people to 
rash experiments, or will launch us in 
doubtful and dangerous experiments. What 
I mean to Bpenk of briefly is a system or' re- 
ciprocity not in conflict with our protective 
tariff, Init supplementary thereto and pre- 
senting a field of enterprise that will richly 
repay the effort und energy of the American 
people. We shall Gnd it instructive 
and valuable' to evumino into the 
sources of onriniports, and tho destination 
of our exports:, to strike a balance between 
the two. Take the last year 1880. In that 
.year our whole exports to all the countries 
in the three continents of Europe, Asia and 
Africa and to Australia, Canada and to 
Hawaii amounted in round numbers to 
$058,000, 000 and our imports from all these 
countries amounted in round numbers to 
S52!),000,000, showing from that vast trade

Brtitfstriet'a Review of Ilin;m>ss fur the Week 
Ending August 23VThe Prospects. 

• Special telegrams to Bradatreet's all re- 
port the continuance of increasing com- 
incrcial and industrial activity, the 
September outlook being for an 
active distribution of staples. Boots 
and shoes are selling at puces materi- 
ally higher than a year ago, with the 
autumn demand under a good headway. 
Raw wool is firmer, while among the most 
active staples are clothing and seasonable 
dry goodi. Anthracite coal remains dull as 
consumers are still disinclined to order 
freely. 

Hogs are lower in price on heavier re- 
ceipts. Wheat has re-acted three cents 
from the high prices touched early in the 
wick, and corn and oats have, as is natural, 
sympathized with the decline, duo to for- 
eign markets refusing to follow the further 
advance in the domestic markets together 
with Home slight improvement in tin; crop 
reports. 

At New York a very large autumn trade 
is going on. Shire speculation is dull, but 
values h. i .'o improved on tho easier lone of 
the money market and tho collapse of the 
railroad troubles. Foreign interests are 
again i large buyers of American stocks and 
securities. Tho hank clearings at Sicilies 
show a gain over this week last year of 10..') 
per cost. 

There is no advance in tho price of iron, 
but un astonishing feature U found in the 
euso with which the enormous total output 
of tho furnaces is absorbed. Within a year 
domestic stocks havi produced more than 
!);OO0,000 net tons of iron, placing the U. S. 
in the front rank as a producer. 

Dry goods jobbers uro actively engaged, 
-and agents are doing a good i e -order business 
in fall and winter goods. As a e niKequcnco 
cotton and wool dress goods are in chief 
movement. Foreign goods show more life, 
but uro still behind thouvuragc in demand. 
The very heavy ami interior movement of 
woolen machinery i i still idlo, hut values uro 
fairly linn. Cotton is gtii/lj cuts off in nil 
markets on the continued liquidation of the 
old crop. There is a In uvy new crop move- 
moilt, and good advices tioni the producing 

sections, The uevv crop deliveries are weil 
hold.
